If the German mine owners and 
the French do not soon reach work- 
ing terms, the Krupp, Stinnes and 
Thyssen properties will be the first 
to suffer under the new sanctions or 
penalties, as they are the richest in 
Germany and their owners are the 
leaders in industrial welfare. 

In view of the incidents that have 
occurred at Bochum, martial law 
is being enforced more strictly there 
than elsewhere. A press censorship 
also has been established at Bochum 
and in other districts which thus gar 
had been free from it. 
Demonstrations by Nationalists in 
the streets of Dortmund late last eve- 
ning caused clashes with communis- 
tic labor elements, but intervention 
by the French forces was not neces- 
sitated. The French have reinforced 
the troops of occupation at  Dort- 
mund, as further trouble is expected 
this evening. The Nationalists intend 
to hold a street parade, which the 
French commander has _ forbidden, 
announcing he would suppress it if it 
were attempted.
